The groundwork for two im portant 
educational projects in Adams county 
is now being laid. 
One is the pur­ 
chase o f a site in York Spring* for 
the erection of a high school building 
and the other is tho contemplated

township 
The York Springs school hoard to­ 
day announced the purchase of a 12- 
acre tract of land, near d riest Park, 
from George Day, who is settling the 
estate of the late Frank Sp'H m an, 
owner of the section. The price given 
for the plot was $1,400. 
York Springs has no high school 
building at present, the hoard rent­ 
ing quarters for the pupils on tho 
second floor of the York Springs Na-* 
tional hank building. 
To Build Later 
According to J). B. Harlaehor, presi­ 
dent of the hoard, there are 54 pupils 
in the high school, which is crowded 
at present. 
He said tho board has 
eecided not to proceed at once with 
the erection of the high school, hut 
that the n*'w building would likely he 
built within tho next few years. 
“Tho hoard saw an opportunity to 
purchase a good site and closed the 
deal,” 
President 
Harlaehor 
said. 
“This does not mean that the build­ 
ing will he erected at once, hut w ith­ 
in a few yours tho town will get a 
suitable high school.”

’Way back in the days in Get­ 
tysburg when tho old gray mare 
was hitched to the railing outside 
the store th at smelled strongly 
of codfish and kerosene; when it 
was not necessary to execute a 
Saint Vitus dance to successfuJy 
cover the short distance between 
the curb and the protected arca 
of the circle; when the automobile 
was generally regarded as a play­ 
thing for the idle rich, 48 mud- 
smeared cars parked their noses 
against the curb stones in G ettys­ 
burg and a group of 159 men and 
women, mostly of national promi­ 
nence, emanated from them and 
hurried Into hotels. 
T hat was on tho evening of 
Tuesday, October 26, 1909. 
The 
party comprised those brave pio­ 
neer motoring souls making .up 
the first north to south tour; a 
tour in those days regarded in 
the public mind as being about as 
foolhardy as Christopher Colum­ 
bus’ 
takeoff 
into an uncharted 
sea. The tour was the first from 
north to the southland and was 
conducted 
jointly by 
the New 
York 
Herald 
and 
the A tlanta 
Journal, 
the 
run 
being 
from 
New York to Atlanta. 
The G ettysburg Times files of 
Oct<»ber 27, 1909, tell of the wide 
interest locally in this visit of 
the tourists, a large crowd of 
citizens turning out at 7 o’clock 
in the morning 
to 
watch 
tho 
travelers with mingled emotions 
“start swiftly off toward H agers­ 
town and the Shenandoah Valley” 
enroute southward.
